WASHINGTON. June 2S. — Nearly 


five years after a proud and. lustful 
monarchy started out to conquer the. 
world, a beaten people today affixed. 
its signature to the allied bill of indebt-^ 
edness and guilt. Word of the signing. 
Hashed to America, was followed by \ 
a proclamation from President Wilson. | 
issued at the white house. It follows: 


"My fellow countrymen. 
"The treaty of peace has been sign- 


ed. If it is ratified and acted upon in| 
full and sincere execution of its terms; 
it will furnish the starter for a new j 
order of affiairs in the world. It is a i 
severe treaty in the duties and penal- 
ties it imposes upon Germany, but it 
is 
severe only" because the great 


wrongs done by Germany are to be 
righted and repaired; it imposes noth- 
ing that Germany cannot do; and she 
can regain her rightful standing in 
the world by the prompt and honor- 
able fulfillment of its terms. 


"And it is much more than a. treaty j 


of peace with Germany. It liberates j 
peoples who have never before beenj 
able to find the way to liberty. 
Itj 


ends, once for all. an old and intoler-1 
able order under which small groups j 
of selfish men could use the people of 
great empires to serve their own. am- 
bitions for power and dominion. 


It associates the free 
governments 


of the world in a permanent league in 
•which they are pledged to use their 
united power to maintain peace by 
maintaining right and justice. It makes 
International law a reality, supported 
by imperative sanctions. It does away 
with the right of conquest and rejects 
the policy of annexation and substi- 
tutes a new order, under which back- 
ward nations—populations which have 
not yet come to political consciousness 
and peoples who are ready for inde- 
pendence but not quite prepared to 
dispense with protection and guidance 
—shall no more be subjected to the 
domination and 
exploitation 
of a 


stronger nation, but shall be put under 
the friendly direction and afforded the 
helpful assistance of 
governments 


which underake to be responsible toj 
the opinion of mankind in the execu-j 
tion of their task by accepting the di- 
rection of the league of nations. 


"It recognizes the inalienable rights 


of nationalities; the rights of minori-j 
ties and the sanctity of religious be-, 
Hefs and practice. It lays the basis! 
for conventions which shall free the i 
commercial intercourse of the world 
from unjust and vexatious restrictions 
and for every sort of International co- 
operation that -will serve to cleanse 
the life of the world and facilitate its

GERMANY PREPARED 40 YEARS 
FOR WAR SIGNED IN 40 WIN. 


Five years ago Saturday Francis Ferdinand, Austrian archduke, 


was assassinated at Sarajevo. 


His death furnished the excuse for the world war which ended 


Saturday with signing of the treaty of peace. 


The shots which led to the war were fired by Gavrio Prinzip. a 


student. He leaped out from a crowd watching the archduke and 
his wife as they drove by ia a carriage June 2S, 1914, and poured a 
stream of bullet? at them from an automatic pi*tol. 


Shortly afterwards Austria made demands on Serbia for a hand 


in Prinzip's trial. These demands resulted in international compli- 
cations—and th« -war. 


Prinzip died in jail. 
The Germans were 40 years preparing the war. 
The treaty, ending their dream of world dominion, was ?igued In 


as many minutes. 


WASHINGTON. June -S.—The na- 


tion's capital today received the word 
that the Germans had signed the peace 
treaty as a beaten people, practically 
without a murmur or ripple.
